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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to independent Claim 1 that substantially all of the entire outer surface of the 
support part is exposed to the gaseous etchant narrows the claim, and would require further consideration and/or search. 



Applicant's arguments filed 12 September 2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
reaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 
1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation to modify Lebedevto fix the support part to the exhaust hole is provided by Crawford 
.[Lines 42-44): to secure the support part in place. 

In response to applicant's argument that the struts taught by Crawford cannot be used to fix the support part of Lebedev to the exhaust 
hole, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the 
primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is 
what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 
208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

\r\ regards to Applicant's argument that Lebedev teaches away from reversing the gas flow so that gas hole 9 acts as the gas outlet, and 
gas hole 10 acts as the gas inlet, the Examiner responds that the mere fact that Lebedev teaches a way of using the disclosed apparatus 
does not constitute teaching away from another use. Moreover, the structure taught by Lebedev would be physically capable of having 
reversed air flow. It has been held that claims directed to apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure rather 
:han function. In re Danly, 263 F.2d 844, 847, 120 USPQ 528, 531 (CCPA 1959). 

In regards to Applicant's arguments concerning the teachings of Crawford, the Examiner maintains that the element A taught by 
Crawford can be termed an exhaust hole, as broadly recited in the claim, since it directs the flow of exhaust away from inlet B. Moreover, 
component D taught by Crawford can be termed a support part, as broadly recited in the claim, since it is fixed to exhaust plate C. (Lines 
73-79) 

Applicant's remaining arguments concern the proposed amendment to independent Claim 1, which has not been entered.. 
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
